' restricted ; $0 as to signify all the elect only, that all men 
woald infallibly be saved, without indy £- regard to faith as 
a condition : but as they do not believe that all men will be 
saved, they limit the word all; 0 as only to mean' a part ; 
for they cannot conceive how Christ should haye made an a- 
tonement for any ; unless they also be justified. * 'This conclu- 
gion arises from a wrong view of faith, and not observing the 
distinction between the meritorious obedience of Christ itself, 
and the application of the same to one's own person../ ' If faith
